INQUIRY BY GRAND. JURY 


Body Instructed to Go Back to 
the Last Session and to Re- 
turn Indictments. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispate* 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 2.—Investi- 


gation of records in the office of the 
Secretary of State, following Circuit 
Judge Slate’s charge to the grand jury 
yesterday to inquire into violations of 
the anti-lobby law, reveals that 18 per- 
sons who signed the “record of legisla- 
tive appearances” two years ago failed to 
file the expense accounts required by 


law. 

Among those who have no expense ac- 
counts on file are E. F. Jones, legisla- 
tive representative of the Missouri Anti- 
Saloon League, and R. T. Wood, presi- 
dent of the State Federation of Labor. 

Since the grand jury began inves- 
tfgating reports of lobbying at this 
session of the Legislature, the fol- 
lowing persons have registered: Wil- 
liam D. Becker, representing the Mis- 
souri Ice Cream Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation; T.. W. Huchreide, interested 
in Probate Judges’: salaries and ‘in- 
surance legislation; John Talbot, 
representing the New York Life In- 
surance Co.; A. L. Pringle, represent- 
ing the Missouri Pacific Railway, and 
Thomas H. Glynn, promoting legis- 
lation to increase railroad rates. 

Judge Slate gave specific instructions 
to the grand jury to go back to the legis- 
lative session of 1913 and to return in- 
dictments against those who had not 
complied with the law. He called par- 
ticular attention to the section requiring 
the filing of expense accounts within two 
months of the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature. 


3 Instructions to Grand Jury. 

The Judge told. the members of the 
grand jury that it was not within their 
province to pass upon the validity of 
the anti-lobby law, and that, as the 
law never had been declared invalid by 
the courts, it-.was their duty to return 
indictments against all persons the evi- 
dence showed had violated it. 

The complete list of all persons, be- 
sides Jones and Wood, registered. in 
1913, who have no expense accounts on 
file, follows: George Manuel, representa- 
tive of the United Mine Workers; J. J. 
Shelby, representative of the Missouri 
Federation of Labor; Ed McGarry, rep- 
resentative of the Missouri Federation 
of Labor; C. E. Gray, who, the register 
shows, represenfed the advocate of home 
rule for St. Louis; Miss Charlotte 3. 
Forrester, representative of the State 
Conference of Charities and Correction; 
John F. Wade, representative of the 
Taxpayers’ Association; R. P. Rice, iep- 
resentative of Mutual Insurance Asso- 
ciations; James F.. Maloney. interested 
in employers’ compensation ‘act; Collis 
Lovely, representatéve of the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ Union; Claude E. Ren- 
nick, representative of the State Con- 
ference of Charities and Correction;; 
H. J. Cantwell, who appeared in oppo- 
sition to certain sectiors of the Public 
Service Commission law enacted that 
year.

There are 
no statments on file tor 1913 by corpora-, 
tions as to money paid their representa- 
tives, all the statements being filed by 
the person who did the work in Jeffer- 
son City.

MAIL BOX ROBBERS 
AFTER ONE IS SHOT 


Gives Names of Gang, With One 
of Whom She Says She 
Eloped, Deserting Child. 
COUPLE ARE IN __ JAIL 
Patrolman Wounds _ Alleged 
Member of Gang, Said to Have 


Looted Several Boxes. 


The names of a gang of mailbox rob- 
bers who have been operating in St. 
Louis, were revealed to the police to- 
day by Mrs. Edyth Beighley; 21 years 
old, who said she eloped from Kansas 
City with one of the gang members, 
deserting her husband and 6-year-old 
daughter. 

The woman’s confession was a sequel 
to the shooting of James Miller, alias 
William Stetson, by Patrolman James 
Carmody, Seventh and Gratiot 
streets, last *:ighi. 

Miller is at the city hospital with a 
bullet wound in his andomen, and Mrs. 
Beighley and William Sells, 


scribes himself as a Kansas City book- 
maker, are prisoners at police headquar- 
ters. Sells is the man with whom Mrs. 
Beighley says she eloped. They had 
been living at the Regal Hotel, Nirie- 
teenth and Market streets. 


Miller, who came to Si. touts with the 

pair, occupied an adjoining room. 
Seven or Eight Boxes Robbed. 

Mrs. Beighley told the police she 
and Sells and Stetson arrived in St. 
Louis front Kansas City last Satur- 
day. She said they robbed no boxes 
Saturday or Sunday night and that 
last nights’ robberies were the first 
and only ones which they committed 
in St. Louis. 

Return addresses on letters picked 
up by the police near the place where 
Miller was shot by Patrolman Car- 
mody showed that some of the letters 
were mailed near the Baptist Hos- 
pital at Garrison and Franklin ave- 
nues, at or near the Jefferson Hotel 
and in the neighborhood of Twelfth 
street and Cass avenue. Mrs. Beigh- 
ley said pigeons eight boxes were’ 
robbed. She Seuld not give the loca- 
rions, but said one was in front of 
the hospital and another near a 
hotel. 

Tells of Leaving Husband. 

Mrs. Beighley said Sells induced. her 
to leave her husband and child in: Kan- 
sas City about a week ago and accom- 
pany him to St. Joseph, Mo. A man 
whose name she gave the police and 
who is mentioned only as ‘‘Mac’’ in the 
report of her confession, accompanied 
them. She said she knew ‘‘Mac’”’ as a 
mail-box thief in Kansas City. He wore 
a loose shirt with a tight-fitting belt. 
Sells, she said, would open the boxes 
with a key and would slip the letters 
to “Mac,’’ who would put them in his 
shirt. 


In St. Joseph, she said, they some- 
tines stole as maney as 175 letters in 
a night. She would accompany them 
and stand near the box, talking to 
“‘Mac,’’ while Sells opened the boxes 
Sometimes, she said, Sells would wear a 
letter carrier’s cap and carry a regula- 
tion collector’s .pouch. He told her he 
had been a letter carrier in Peorla. On 
the second night in St. Joseph, she said, 
they found $180 in currency in the let- 
ters they stole.

After remaining in St. Joseph several 
days, she said, she and the two men re- 
turned to Kansas City. A day or so 
later ‘‘Mac”’ and his wife came to St.

Detectives were sent there 
and found the Macs had stopped there, 
but had paid their bill and departed 
early this morning. 7 

Mrs. Beighley said tiat after ‘‘Mac’’ 
came to 8t. Louis Miller joined Sells as 
his partner and she and Sells and Miller 
came to St. Louis. 

While one of the boxes was being 
robbed last night, she said, she told 
Sells he was too bold and she was not 
going to help him any more. Sells, she 
said, replied: “If you snitch [I'll kill 
you.”’ 

She Was There as “Stall,” 

Her part in the robberies, she said, 
was partly to conceal the box while 
Sells worked on the lock and partly to 
act as a ‘‘stall,"’ the theory of the rob- 
bers being that a passerby would not 
think it likely that a man would be 
opening a mail box for purposes of 
theft when a man and a woman stood 
talking narby. 

Patrolman Elliott this morning found 
89 letters and two postcards in an al-

Policeman Carmody last night. All had 
been mailed last night and some were 
stained with blood. A box at Nineteenth 
and Locust street was robbed last night 
before Miller was shot.

SUIT TRIED 


Estate of $10,000,000 Was Left 
te Widow Without Provi- 
sions for Eight Children.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 2.—Marion 
Lemp. 14 years old, of 4330 McPherson 
Louis, today lost in the 
Supreme Court her suit for a one-eighth 
share in the estate of her grandfather. 
William J. Lemp, the brewer. The 
estate, in 1911 was estimated to be worth 
about $10,000,000. 

The Supreme Court affirmed the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court in St. Louis, 
where the trial was held in April, 1911. 

Attorneys for Marion Lemp contend- 
ed that under the will of her grand- 
father she should have fallen heir to 
one-eighth of the entire Lemp estate, 
as Marion’s father, Frederick W. Lemp, 
was one of eight children. 

William J. Lemp Sr., in his will, gave 
all of his property to his wife, Julia, 
and in referring to his children, said: 

“I make no gift here to my children, 
Annie L. Kouta, William J. Lemp, Louis 
fF. Lemp, Charles A. Lemp, Hilda L. 
Pabst, Edwin A. Lemp and Elsa J. 
Lemp, and I make no gift here to my 
grandchild, Marion Lemp, having per- 
fect confidence that my wife will, with- 
cut any request on my part, and none 
such is here made, do best for them.” 

Attorneys for Miss Lemp conténded 
the language of the testator bound his 
wife to distribute the property equally 
among the heirs. 

The Court held that the first provision 
of the will, in which all property was 
conveyed to the wife, absolutely, was 
clear and well established and should 
be construed as the real desire of the 
testator rather than the second section, 

vhich is not so clear. 

Mrs. Julia Lemp died in 1908, leaving

PRESIDENT DIRECTED INQUIRY 
INTO ALLEGED PASSPORT FRAUD 


Grand Jury Indictments Necessary 
Before Government Can Take 
Official Notice. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—President 
Wilson revealed today that he had di- 
rected the present New York Grand 
Jury investigation in the alleged pass- 

port frauds. 

It was indicated, however, that un- 
less indictments were returned the 
United States could not take notice 
officially of charges made against 
diplomatic officers, or embassy at- 
taches. The name of Capt. Boy-ed, 
naval attache of the German em- 
bassy, has been breught prominently 
into one case. 

While international law holds a 
diplomatic officer immune from ar- 
rest, it is said, it does not preclude 
indictment. In such an event the af- 
fair becomes a question of the accept- 
ability of any officer involved. — 

Officials at the State Department 
have refrained scrupulously from ex- 
pressing any opinions on the merits 
of the passport cases as they affect 
diplomatic officers, reiterating that 
the entire matter still is before the 
Department of Justice.

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1 COMMENT GRAVELY 


ON TRADE EMBARGO 


Expressions Emphasize Serious- 
ness of Problem Faced by

Bureau ef the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 2.—Hditorial com- 
ment by New York newspapers today on 
the announcement that Great Britain 
and France hold themselves at liberty to 
prevent commodities of all kinds from 
reaching or leaving Germany emphasizes 
the gravity of the problem presented to 
the United States. Following are ex- 
tracts from the leading editorial ex- 
pressions here: 

The World—To notify the world in 
general terms that commerce with Ger- 
many is forbidden, without declaring 
a blockade and without accepting its re- 
sponsibilities, amounts to a declaration 
that neutrals as well as belligerents are 
involved in war. Except by blockade 
formally announced, thoroughly main- 
tained and its limits well defined, no 
nation, no matter how powerful, may 
interfere with neutral noncontraband 
trade. If, as Britain maintains, Ger- 
many’s submarine warfare is piracy, 
then this lawless British warfare also 
is piracy. The desperation of the war- 
ring nations of Europe as revealed by 
these methods presents a problem of 


much gravity to the United States. On 
one side we are threatened with tor- 
pedoes and mines in the open seas. On 


the other we are imperiously, ordered 
off the seas. Both of the contentions 
are lawless. 

Fierce as their hatred of each other 
is, neither Great Britain nor Germany 
will go completely crazy so far as the 
rest of the world is concerned if we hold 
our ground and instruct them in some of 
the considerations of civilization and 
law, as both seem to have forgotten. 

Americarm—iIn complete and avowed 
indifference to the rights of neutrals, 
of any civilized code of international 
law, the belligerents stand on an 
even plane. Betwixt Great Britain and 
the Turkish tribes, between Germany 
and the Cossacks and Sikhs, whose 
employment in the war is so offen- 
sive to “kultur,” there seems to be no 
appreciable difference so far as re- 
spect for rules governing the rights 
of nations not parties to the conflict 
are concerned. * * * 

The neutrals will protest? Of 
course. But to what end? The United 
States is in no position, and has no 
desire to meet force with force. As 
for our moral influence, how oan it 
affect maddened peoples fighting for 
mere rage quite as much as for na- 
tional existence and wholly indiffer- 
ent to any force save that of arms? 
At no time since the Napoleonic wars, 
more than a century ago, has the 
task of neutral diplomats to save not 
merely the rights but the self-re- 
spect of their nations been so diffi- 
cult as today. 

Times—As a military measure the 
value to the allies of a blockade of 
Germany would be very great. The 
full force of that argument would be 
appreciated, and the counter-argu- 
ment, that it would be cruel to de- 
prive the German people of the means 
of subsistence, lacks convincing mer- 
it. Measures that tend to shorten war 
cannot be called cruel. If through the 
pinch of want Germany were forced 
to make peace in May the procedures 
that bring her to terms could nol 
justly be called more cruel than lei- 
surely tactics that would permit a 
prolongation of the war for a year. 


Neutral nations will not complain of 
measures that tend to shorten the 
war, but they may be expected to 
rotest to England as they have pro- 
ested to Germany. against any trade 
embargo that falls short of the per- 
fectly well understood quality of an 
effective and binding blockade. Their 
course will depend upon the meas- 
ures taken by Great Britain to pre- 
vent all commerce with Germany. 


New York Tribume—The fact that 
Germany, by proclaming her war zone, 
goes far beyond international law and 
commonly accepted humanitarian views 
conceivably entitles her enemies to show 
equal disregard for the law in their re- 
lations with Germany. 

But for England and France to strike 
at Germany by undertaking to suspend 
the operation of international law as be- 
tween themselves and the United States

In such a ‘case it is necessary for this 


country te consider what our rights are; 
what those of all other neutrals are, 
whose champion we thus become. It is 
necesaary equally to consider what the 
ultimate effect upon American interests 
must be of permitting the British and 
their allies establish the precedent that 
neutral trade in non-contraband can be 
held up without blockade, without of- 
fending on the part of the neutral and 
solely to serve the exigencies of belliger- 
ents. 

Evening Sun—There is a principle 
involved which this Government cannot 
afford to let go by default—its right to 
the freedom of the seas, its entire com- 
mercial liberty under all conditions 
where the generally accepted law does 
not interpose restrictions. This country 
must hold the position that neither Ger- 
many nor Great Britain can legislate 
for the world in peace or war.

Disregard of Precedents ‘Makes 
American Position More Deli- 
cate Than Ever. 


WASHINGTON, March 2-—In  ap- 
proaching the question of the ground on 
which the United States should enter 
protest against the action of the allies 
in shutting off commerce with Ger- 
many, officials were doubtful as 
to whether they would make their argu- 
ment on the theory that a blockade in 
reality was being attempted or whether 
they would contend for the uninterrupt- 
ed passage of cargoes between this coun- 
try and belligerents of articles not HMst- 
ed as contraband. 

If the fermer theory is assumed, how- 
ever, the rules of international law pro- 
vide that every blockade to be binding 
on neutrals must be effective: that is, 
a sufficient forve of ships must be sta- 
tioned near enough to the ports or coast 
of a blockaded country.virtually to pre- 
vent ingress or egress of all vessels. 

A certain radius of action has been 
permitted for blockading fleets, but this, 
according to authorities of the United 
States Naval War College, never has 
been allowed to extend to the remote 
seas. 

Officials realized that, except for dip- 
lomatic correspondence, the points of 
which might be easily exhausted without 
remedy, there was no way for neutral 
Governments to enforce their protests 
and still maintain their neutrality. The 
general disregard of precedents, it was 
pointed out, has made the position of 
neutrals more delicate in the present cir- 
cumstances than ever before, though a 
somewhat similar situation, which led 
to embargoes by the United States and 
the non-intercourse act, arose in the 
early part of the nineteenth century dur- 
ing the Napoleonic wars, <A blockade 
was declared by Great Britain against 
the.

for a steering committee to select a 
few bills to be passed. The insurgents 
won. 

The success of the movement is gen- 
erally considereqd as making certain 
that there will be no “dry” legisla- 
tion and that few, if any of the ad- 
ministration bills will be passed by 
both Houses. 

Farris of Phelps County, leader of the 
insurgents, although attempting to con- 
ceal the plans, said that there were at 
least twenty Democrats who had agreed 
to stani with 65 Republicans against 
the Steering Committee. Farris’ prin- 
cipal fear was that the Republicans 
would not stand by this caucus agree- 
ment. 


Try to Hide “Wet” Leanings. 
Nearly all the Democrats in the agree- 


ment are pronounced ‘wets,’ but in an 
effort to conceal the ‘‘wet’” aspect of 
the insurgeney the plan was that none 
of the 20 Democrats was to oppose.the 
resolution on the floor and thus to give 
it the appearance of a Democratic-Re- 
publican fight until the vote was taken. 

The resvlution for a steering commit- 
tee was prepared by Speaker Boyd but 
was introduced yesterday by Thomas J. 
Roney, the Democratic floor leader. It 
called for a committee of three mem- 
bers. 

Farris, the ‘“‘wet’’ leader of the Démo- 
crats, had 18 of his colleagues in a meet- 
ing last night and an agreement was 
reached to oppose the resolutions. The 
Republicans also in caucus agreed to op- 
pose it. 

Roney called up the resolution this 
morning and offered an amendment for 
16 members of the Steering Committee. 
None of the insurgents spoke on the 
amendment and the Republicans like- 
wise kept still, thus carrying out the 
prearranged plan. Roney demanded an 
expression from the Republicans and 
Representative Kyle, minority floor 
leader, then made a short perfunctory 
talk against the amendment. 

17 Democrats With Republicans. 

Seventeen Democrats joined with the 
Republicans to defeat Roney’s amend- 
ment, which was lost by a vote of 55 
and 8. Roney, seeing the strength of 
the. insurgents, hastily asked that the 
Speaker’s resolution be laid over. 

The Democrats who joined with lar- 
ris against the amendment were: Ad- 
ams of Green, Bowman of Scott, Bretz 
of Buchanan, Cook of New Madrid, Gor- 
don of Clay, Gracey of Stone, Hicks of 
Kansas City, Keenan of Kansas City, 
Knight of Kansas City, Lee of Jasper, 
McAdams of St. Louls, Mayes of Pem- 
iscot, Moroney of St. Louis, Schofield of 
Marion, Satedier of Buchannan and 
Taylor of Kansas City. 

The failure of the appointment of a 
steering committee is clearly a victory 
for the “wets’’ who outgeneraled the 
“drys” by getting Republican caucus 
action without a realization by the Re- 
publicans that they were being used 
in the scheme. It likewise is a defeat 
for the administration. 

The defeat makes it certain that all 
measures must now be acted on in their 
regular order. 

If adjournment comes March 16 there 
is little time for action, as the bills 
must go to the Senate and if amended 
there, must return to the House for 
concurrence. Senator Phelps and Rep- 
resentative Farris, ‘“‘wet’’ leaders, were 
greatly elated this morning and pre- 
dicted there would be no dry legisla- 
tion.

The final decision of Dwight F. Davis to retire 
from the park commissionership creates a va- 
cancy which will be difficult to fill» Mr. Davis has 
set a high standard of public service in the of- 
fice. He has given exceptional energy and abil- 
ity to its administration. His best work prob- 
ably is the development of public playgrounds. 
He opened the public golf links and with restrict- 
ed means has kept the parks in good condition. 

The people of St. Louis -will be profoundly dis- 
appointed if the standard service realized by Mr, 
Davis is impaired by the appointment of a man 
of inferior capacity and less devotion to public 
interests, or by the injection of partisan politics 
in the Park Department

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iS IN NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

At least a billion dollars’ worth of essentials 
in fighting, only about half of {t foodstuffs, has 
been supplied by the United States to the Eu- 
ropean countries at war, most of it during the 
last four months. A military survey of the coun- 
try shows nearly 20,000 plants which could be 
speedily made available for the manufacture of 
arms, ammunition and artillery. 

To Senator Lodge, Gussie Gardner and others 
these figures bring only dismay. If the United 
States can arrange on the shortest kind of notice 
to furnish a large percentage of the things Europe 
needs in eonducting war, perhaps, after all, it 
would not be left in such desperate helplessness 
if suddenly called on to conduet war on -its own 
account. 

FORTY-TWO CENTIMETERS AFLOAT. 

The allied fleet is 15 miles inside the Darda- 
nelles,, but the Turkish officials are confident it

ceeds up stream, they say. 
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paratively vulrierable vessels. 

The guns on the dreadnought Queen Elizabeth, 
now in the Dardanelles, measure a little more 
than 39 centimeters, but this does not imply any 
inferiority to the German 42-centimeters, while 
superiority over the largest guns on land. The 
excavations made in Turkish works by the shells 
from these guns and their facility in exploding 
magazines recall the work of the 42 centimeter. 

As a matter of fact, they are 42-céntimeters to 
all intents and purposes and the Elizabeth has 
eight of them. No battleship has larger guns. 
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ALDERMANIO CANDIDATES. 

With 160 candidates filed for nominations to 
‘the Board of Aldermen, St. Louis voters have 
a hard task of selection before them. But with 
‘28 men to choose for each of the leading tickets 
it should not be difficult to pick out the best 
men. 

The Democratic Conference Committee did 
good work in bringing out men worthy of support 
in most wards. It was not an easy job, but the 
result draws the line sharply between the old 
ward bosses and members of the House of. Dele- 
gates and the masses of the voters. The differ- 
ence is emphasized by the revolt of some of the 
members of the House combine. 

Fortunately, the primary nominations are made 
by the city as a whole. From the leading party 
tickets a good citizens ticket can be selected. In 
this first election under the new charter voters 
should support the best ‘candidates, regardless of 
party affiliations. A nonpartisan victory in April 
would mark a tremendous advance for good gov- 
ernment.

rights of the children. It prohibits interstate 
shipment of: 

Mine or quarry products made wholly or 
in part by children under 16; factory products 
made wholly or in part by children under 14, 
or by children 14 to 16 worked over eight 
hours daily, or by children 14 bp 16 worked 
at night. 

Twenty-one states have good child-labor laws; 
26 have bad laws or none. The Palmer-Owen bill 
should pass, for these reasons: 

It would produce uniformly gvood state 
laws, thus protecting humane employers in 
one state against destructive competition 
with child-labor-grinders in other states; it 
would reduce delinquency among children; it 
would leave more jobs open for grown men; 
it would give the 2,000,000 children now 
worked under conditions adverse to their own 
and society's welfare a fair chance for nor- 
mal growth and an eduéation. 

Nobody questions its constitutionality. Nobody 
opposes it but agents of industries that coin child 
labor into profits. It is social legislation of the 
best class. Its enactment would fitly crown the 
record of a Congress extraordinarily effective in 
other respects. ro 

It is too late now to write to your Senators 
urging action upon it—but the telegraph wires are 
open, and favorable action can be secured if suf- 
ficient pressure be jbrought to bear, even at this 


late hour.

in his diocese the Lenten regula- 
tions, which must b*.read at all masses 
on the Sunday next . ¢fore Lent. These 
prescribe but One meal, with a moderate 
collation in the evening, on all days of 
Lent. These following dispensations are 
granted tu this diocese by the authority 
of the Holy See for this year: 

‘1. The use of flesh meats is allowed 
at every meal ‘on'the Sundays of Lent 
and at the principal meal on Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, ex- 
cept Ember and Holy Saturday. 

“2. The use of eggs and white.meats 
is allowed every day at the principal 
meals, as also at the collation. 

“8 A small piece of bread, with .a 
cup of coffee, tea or chocolate, may be 
taken in the morning. 

‘4. The order of the principal meal 
may be changed if necessary. 

‘5. Dripping and lard may be used in 
preparing food. 

‘6. On Sunday there is neither fast 
nor abstinence, but fish and flesh may 
not be used at the same meal. 

“7. Those who are exempt from the 
precept of fasting may eat meat at the 
three meals on meat days. 

‘8. By a special indult granted to the 
Bishops of the United States, dated 
March 15, 1895, working people who can- 
not easily observe the common law of 
the Church, are dispensed from the obli- 
gation of abstinence on all days of the 
year except Fridays, Ash Wednesday, 
Holy Week and Christmas éve.”’
